er, for the state board of control.

Riske is now free 
on bonds of $5,000.

"Material progress in a small town 


is not to bo despised because its 
daily life deals with common things 
and the hard facts of life. There's 
much to love and take pride in; 
there's courage, beauty and culture 
in a small town made, possible by 
pioneers who dreamed, lived 
and 


poured their lives into the commun- 
ity. 


"The foreign critic who is very 


fond of criticizing America usually

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HUMBUGGING THE FARMER 
Are any members of the legislature 


who voted to turn over 5 million dol- 
lars to the farmers unacquainted with 
the fact that a tax for a private pur- 
pose is worthless? Do they not know 
that the state cannot take the money 
of one citizen and give it to another? 
Are they not aware that Wisconsin 
cannot exercise the power of taxation 
for any but public purposes and hav- 
ing exercised such power it can only 
devote the money accumulated thereby 
to public purposes? 


Are they not familiar with the fact 


that a bonus to soldiers is the excep- 
tion to the rule and that the supreme 
court of Wisconsin in upholding the 
soldier bonus law twelve years ago 
did so mainly because a bounty in Civil 
war days had been upheld and it con- 
sidered itself bound by precedent? 


Are they insensible to the fact that

The mere passage of this law can- 


not fail to reflect upon the good pur- 
pose of legislators who knew it to be 
invalid.

tors whispered to themselves if not to 
others :

When the su- 
preme court declares it unconstitutional 
we can blame it all onto the court and 
tell how It is controlled by big business 
and wealth. And the court won't even 
answer." 
That may sound like 3. vicious stric-

been going on at Madison these 
nine weeks, the personal charges and 
countercharges, the dares and the de- 
fies, the strike and the sharp practices, 
could hardly be expected to build pub- 
lic confidence.

though the people were spoiled chil- 
dren who had to be kept going on all- 
day suckers.

But suppose the law to be valid, is 


it practical or workable? 


The Blue Book says there are 181,- 


667 farms in Wisconsin. Before this 
5 millions is distributed among the 
farmers the cost of the administration 
of the law must be deducted, or in 
other words the farmers get what is 
left after the expense of ascertaining 
how many hours' labor were put in by 
each farmer. 


Either we must have 181,667 men 


employed to check up on the farmers 
or we have opened the door to most 
shameful and flagrant abuse. 


The farmers are to be guaranteed 


10 cents an hour. But the political 
employes will never be satisfied with 
that. Anywhere from 30 to 50 cents 
per hour will be necessary for them. 
It may be advisable for the farmers to 
get jobs as checkers. 


Farmers may live to regret the prec- 


edent of 10 cents an hour set by this 
law as the value of their time. 


This is a queer sort of bamboozle to 


, hand out in the year 1932. From far 


off New York, Tammany might do 
well to sit up and take notice. When 
it reads this law of how to create a 
political army it will turn green with 
envy and amazement.

And now since Wisconsin, the great 


and generous father, is going to take 
care of everyone in magnificent style— 
inarrifid men with the construction of 
public works, single men in the great 
forests of the north, and farmers at 10 


cents an hour, why stop? Let us move 
on and do a good job of it. 


We have thousands of depositors in 


banks who have lost money. Certainly 
our income taxpayers would not be- 
grudge them another 5 millions. We 
have stockholders in banks who lost 
more. It would be a mean income tax- 
payer who would not be willing to re- 
turn them their losses. We have many 
industries running in the red, utterly 
unable to make both ends meet and 
yet valiantly attempting to keep men 
employed. It certainly would be a 
contemptible income taxpayer who 
would object to 5 or 10 millions more 
for them. 


And if it is necessary to make a sur- 


tax of a hundred per cent on all in- 
comes, what of it? Why not make it 
200 per cent? 


And if that will not cover the bill 


we have lead mines down in south- 
western Wisconsin and we might make 
lead dollars.

In a way it is to be regretted th^t 


some of these measures can't go 
through and show the people of the 
state what a stark thing naked social- 
ism is when it is met face to face. 


We suggest that there is a legal 


method of turning this money over Jo 
the farmers. First let the state aj>-'< 
propriate all the farmers' lands, then 
it could hire the farmers and pay them 
wages.

A DEPRESSION 1600 YEARS AGO 


For some centuries before and di- 


rectly following the birth of. Christ 
southern and eastern Europe beheld a 
remarkable civilization. 


Emerging out of the dark clouds?, of 
! 


ignorance which overhung so much of 
antiquity the Greeks and the Romans 
particularly, and some other races as' 
well, flashed far into the lead of the 
rest of the world. Of course, this Avas 
bound to have its effect upon govern- 
ment because, with rare exceptions, 
civilization, which depends so much on 
intelligence, must bring freedom. 


As civilization progressed in those 


days the people'came into their rights. 
Democratic forms of government were 
established. 
Legislative bodies were 


created. Their members were elected 
by the people. Rulers were also elect- 
ed either by the people or by their rep- 
resentatives. 


These democracies however, com- 


mitted suicide. They turned out to be 
fair-weather, 
sunshine democracies. 


They couldn't stand a storm. When 
lightnings rent the heavens they took 
to the cellars, when storm thunders 
rolled they trembled in terror. 


As a matter of fact they went to 


pieces entirely when it came to han- 
dling a depression. 


The downfall of Rome, for instance, 


was, according to the historian, "due to 
legislation concerning economic affairs 
of which the political authority was 
either ignorant or contemptuous." We 
quote further: 


"Toward the end of the Republic eco- 


nomic conditions had become so bad 
that Industry was almost stifled and 
commercial development was seriously 
checked . . . 


"The Agrarian law of Tiberius, the 


Corn law of Graachus provided for the 
sale of grain below the market price; 
the extensive building of roads fur- 
nished work for the unemployed; If one 
politician won popularity by giving-coin 
to the voters another felt it incumb'ent 
upon him to supply amusements .. . 
"Laws were passed fixing the price 


of meals, restricting the 
number of 


guests that might be entertained, and 
penalties were Imposed in the event 
that cost of entertainment exceeded a 
stated sum. 


"All such artificial attempts to over- 


ride economic law failed. 


"The culmination of this paternalism, 
was the Edict of Diocletian in the year 
301, which attempted to fix the price, 
not only for all commodities, but for 
service as well." 
This Edict of Diocletian has been 


preserved for us intact. Its preamble 
sounds somewhat like those used at 
Madison recently, a curious mixture of 
argument and purpose, made with both 
eyes on votes and a sentimental appeal 
at the next election. It runs: 


"For, if the raging avarice, which 


without regard for mankind increases 
by leaps and bounds, could be held in 
check by some regard for moderation, 
or if the welfare of the people could 
calmly tolerate this mad license, some 
ground would appear for concealing 
the truth. Who is of so hardened a 
heart and so untouched by feeling for 
humanity that he can be unaware tliat 
in the sale of wares an exorbitant ton. 
dency In prices has spread to s,uch an 
extent that the unbridled 
desire if 


plundering Is held In check neither by 
abundance nor by seasons of plenty." 
Of course, Diocletian failed, and his 


Edict failed, and what was worse the 
government failed. And what was still 
worse the representative form of gov- 
ernment failed. And what was even 
worse all democracy failed. 


With the failure of popular govern- 


ment night was ushered in over Eu- 
rope, a night so dark that it did not 
even begin to clear auay for a thou- 
sand years.

THE GLASS BILL 


It does not require any particular 


knowledge of technical banking to 
me that the Glass Bill should be re- 
garded as a collection of proposals 
to be studied by experts rather than 
as measures for practical considera- 
tion at this session of Congress, The 
bill is sixty-one pages long. It Is 
probably no exaggeration 
to say 


that there Is not a single member of 
either house who Is now equipped to 
debate It. 


All past experiences show that It 


takes not weeks but years to pre- 
pare and formulate 
Important re- 


forms In the banking structure. It 
took about twenty-five years after 
the expiration of the charter of the 
second Bank of the United States 
and after the panic of 1837 to es- 
tablish the national banking system. 
It took six years after the panic 
of 1907 to create the Federal Re- 
serve System. This does not mean 
that nothing should be begun now. 
But It does mean that it Is fantastic 
to suppose that a considered reform 
of the banking laws can be had In 
the midst of a banking crisis. 


It would be a waste of time for 


Congress to set about enacting long- 
range reforms at a moment like this, 
and, if Congress Is well advised, it 
will create some kind of commission 
representing both houses and both 
parties, together with a few com- 
petent outsiders, and will give it 
funds and authority to study our 
whole banking system, national an* 
state—to make a searching exam- 
ination of the administration of the 
Federal Reserve System since the 
war—to report on the lessons that 
can be learned from countries like 
Canada and England where bank 
failures are vitually unknown—and 
will Instruct the Commission to of- 
fer, a year or two hence, a thorough- 
going scheme of reform. 


A better banking: system cannot 


be improvised during the distrac- 
tions of a banking crisis and on the 
«ve of a Presidential election. 
* * * 


Even the layman who reads the 
Glass Bill can see readily that It was 
prepared In a mood of righteous In- 
dignation rather than of cool and 
far-seeing financial statesmanship. 
It is essentially a stinging indict- 
ment of the frenzied finance of the 
inflation. 
It strikes at the great 


abuses of that period, at the over- 
expansion of credit, and the wild 
speculation in securities. The pur- 
pose of the bill, which is to force a 
radical contraction of credit, would 
have been just the right thing to 
emphasize in 1927, 1928 and 1929. 
Had Senator Glass been able then 
to make the country 
see things 


which his bill now embodies, he 
would have performed an incalcul- 
able service. In those mad years 
the deflationary policy of this bill 
would have represented the highest 
kind of foresight. 


But since 1929 the orderly defla- 


tion which should have been under- 
taken two years earlier, has in a 
wild and disorderly fashion occurred. 
There is no need at this moment to 


pass laws compelling the banks to 
deflate the security markets. They 
have and are deflating them, and 
the spiral of deflation has become as 
vicious as the inflation that pro- 
ceeded it. In 1927-39 fiscal states- 
manship would have meant stopping 
the expansion of credit and the rise 
in security prices; in 1932 the exact 
reverse is needed—it Is the duty of 
fiscal statesmanship to stop the con- 
traction of credit and the 
fall of 
prices. 


The Glass Bill In Its general ten- 


dencies—I do not presume to have 
an opinion about 
Its technical de- 


vices—seems 
to be derived from a 


study of what happened up to 1929. 
It appears to ignore what has hap- 
pened since. Thus, if by some un- 
lucky miracle the bill were made law 
today, It would, in order to correct 
evils which the great deflation has 
already dealt with, 
intensify the 


very evils wihch 
which 
we arc 


struggling. That is to say, It would 
contract credit still further, deflate 
prices still more, 
rock the banks, 


slow up production and aggravate 
unemployment. The Glass Bill not 
only proposes to lock the barn door 
after the horse hag been stolen but 
to burn down the" barn and shoot 
the horse. 


Tet the motives 
which have in- 


spired Senator Glass are entitled to 
the highest respect. AVhat has hap- 
pened is that he has brooded over 
the pervarsion of a banking system 
which he did so much to create and 
administer. He is grimly determined 
not to let such outrages occur again. 
The indictment of the inflationary 
period, which his bill implies, Is fun- 
damentally true. He has over looked 
the fact that the evils he condemns 
have brought on their own retribu- 
tion, and his mind, 
fixed upon the 


mistakes of the past, seems not to 
have focused at 
all upon the dan- 
gers of the present. 


» • * 


As a political matter, once it un- 


derstands the extreme deflationary 
character of the bill, Congress will 
certainly not pass it now. If there is 
one thing Congress does not want it 
is a further contraction of credit and 
a still further fall of prices, because 
of his distinguished record, the excep- 
tional rectitude 
of his mind, the 


depth of his conviction, his absolute 
fearlessness, and the terror which 
his sharp tongue 
inspires, Senator 


Glass has just about overawed every- 
body in Congress •when it conies to 
matters pertaining 
to banking and 


currency. As a consequence, there is 
a real danger that 
Congress may 


not dare to do more 
than table his 


bill. Tet it is almost certainly neces- 
sary in this emergency 
that Con- 


gress should promptly give the Fed- 
eral Reserve System not less power 
to create credit,but more power. 


For it seems to be the most in- 


structed opinion 
of those 
most 


closely in touch with the actual sit- 
uation, that what is needed now is 
to relax the restrictions on the Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks. It will be hard 
to obtain Senator Glass's consent 
to that, for he is bent on doing just

N«enab-~ Sixty-five Winnebago-co 


> farmers and livestock truckers at- 
t«nded a meeting here Thursday af- 
ternoon In the city hall and heard 
O. P. Cuff, county agent, discuss the 
eawntials of success in marketing 
fa'rm commodities. High up in the 
list of those essentials, he placed the 
production of 
quality 
commodity 


such as the consumer wants, next 
.grading the commodity, 
and last 


marketing the commodity coopera- 
tively. 
- To illustrate his argument on the 
advantage of good potatoes 
over 


poor in the market, Mr. CufC expos- 
ed graded and ungraded potatoes on 
th« table such as he found in groc- 
ery stores and declared that the 
poor, email potatoes in a farmer's 
consignment determines the price 
he gets for the lot. He described how 
the dealer computes the value 
of 


shipment and said that the cost of 
handling and grading is 
deducted 


from the price that 
the 
grower 


might have received if he had grad- 
ed his potatoes himself. He suggest- 
ed raising good varieties, clean po- 
tatoes, and paying yields. He stated 
the value of each size, and quality 
of potatoes in the -ungraded speci- 
men and said that pries of the lot 
•was based on the poor potatoes. 


Mr. Cuff urged the farmers to im- 


prove the quality of hogs in Winne- 
bago-co through the selection of the 
bacon and long loin type in prefer- 
ence to the lard hog. He said that 
improvement in hogs can be work- 
ed out by farmers through 
the 


choice of high class brood sows and 
boars. He commended the farmers 
of the county as a whole on what 
has been accomplished in hog im- 
provement. 


Discusses Marketing 


Alter finishing his discussion ot 


the advantage of producing quality 
commodities on the farms and prop- 
erly grading them for the market, 
Mr. Cuff compared, individual and 
cooperative marketing of farm com- 
modities, and rail and truck ship- 
ments. 
Through a comparison of 


costs per 
animal in carload and 


truck load shipments, he drew the 
conclusion that rail shipments were 
the most economical for a coopera- 
tive. If trucks are used they should 
.be employed by the cooperative. He 


said that the cost of truck ship- 
ments is increased by the operators 
making trips to buy the animals in 
a neighborhood and to collect the an- 
imals afterwards, in this he referred 
to local expenses before the truck 
starts with its load to the terminal 
market. 
Truckmen in the audience con- 


tended that they were hauling loads 
of livestock to market at costs be- 
low railway freight rates and dis- 
posing of the livestock at the ter- 
minal markets at higher prices than 
cooperatives received for the same 
classes of livestock. 


One farmer said that the reason 


some farmers ship their livestock by 
truck is that the- truck comes to the 
farm and gets the livestock and pre- 
vents farmers hauling to shipping 
.points. 


A cooperative shipping 
farmer 


said that the reason that some co- 
operatives do not do as well as they 
might is the lack of volume caused 
by truck invasion of the 
shipping 


territory. 


Another farmer suggested that in- 


stead of organizing stock shipping 
cooperatives, the department of ag- 
riculture and markets should main- 
tain salesman at terminal livestock 
markets to see that farmers got top 
prices for their shipments.

But 
the Interesting observation is that 
"capital" always managed to escape 
and come back. When has capital 
fled in the Germany of recent times, 
how rich or how poor is the Ger- 
many of today? 


Savings Near Pre-War Total 


The surprising evidence Is that de 


spite all her post-war hardships and 
reparations payments Germany not 
only has become absolutely poorer 
in comparison 
to her .position in 
1918, but with some interruptions 
has saved considerable quantities in 
nearly every year since the war, and 
that in some years her national sav- 
ings almost equaled those of before 
the -war. Her accumulation of sav- 
ings has obviously been less than 
it would have been had there been 
no war or had she won the war. But 
the evidence from exclusively Ger- 
man sources is that Germany has 
nevertheless managed to put by 
varying but 
considerable national 


savings during periods when her re- 
sources • were 
constantly 
being 


drained by the reparation payments. 


Before the war, In the age of 


Bismarck and of "Wilhelm II, these 
national savings were large, steady 
and constantly Increasing and the 
late Vice Chancellor Dr. Karl Hel- 
ferich estimated that in 1918 they 
amounted to 8,500,000,000 marks, or 
about two billion dollars a year. In 
the war age, the age of Ludendorff, 
savings ceased; the nation^ spent its 
savings. 


But immediately after the con- 


clusion of peace, according to Pro- 
fessor Julius Hirsch of the Berlin 
high school of commerce, national 
saving was resumed and continued 
throughout the inflation until it was 
stopped by the French occupation of 
the Ruhr. 
There are no reliable 


figures available for the inflation 
period, inasmuch as calculation in 
tha constantly changing values rep- 
resented by the mark was impos- 
sible. Professor Hirsch explains that 
national saving did take place be- 
cause, owing to the very low real 
incomes earned during the Inflation, 
th» national consumption was low, 
•while 
production was 
relatively 
high. 


Ceased in Time of Defiance 


If this view may be accepted, 


German national saving after its 


post-war resumption 
only ceased 


during the period of passive resist 
ance against the Ruhr occupation, 
the period of defiance, the period of 
intensified Franco-German hostility. 
For want of a better designation 
this period may be named after the 
Reichs Chancellor Cuno, at the head 
of the Government at the time. 


Since the inflation two sets of 


German estimates on national sav 
ings have been compiled, one by the 
Reichekredit Bank, and one by Dr. 
Erich Welter, financial editor of the 
Frankfurter Zeitung. The Reichs- 
kredit Bank estimated national sav- 
ings in 1925 at 6,400,000,000 marks 
or around $1,524,000,00 in 1926 at 
6,300,000,000 marks or around $1, 
500,000,000; in 1927 at 
7,600,000,000 


marks or around $1,809,000.000. 


The 
Reichskredit 
Bank 
went 


about arriving at these figures of 
national capital formation or na- 
tional savings by taking the esti- 
mated surplus of production 
and 


deducting imported capital, except 
such as was used for example In 
1927, on an estimated surplus 
of 


production of twelve billion reichs- 
marks, the net capital formation was 
judged to be 7,000,000,000 marks. The 
1928 
figures -were never published 


nor any thereafter and the reason 
for their cessation is interesting. 


Parker Gilbert, Agent General of 


Reparations, quoted the Reichskred- 
it Bank is owned indirectely by the 
Government. The figures of nation- 
al savings showed that despite all 
reparations payments the country 
was still able to achieve yearly a 
net capital 
formation amounting 


about five times the sum of repara- 
tions under the Dawes plan. This 
was distinctly no argument in favor 
of the thesis that Germany was be- 
ing 
intolerably impoverished by 


the payment of reparations. 
The 


Reichskredit Bank ceased its esti- 
mates and Parker Gilbert indulged 
in almost the only bit of irony that 
ever crept into his reports- during 
five years in office,1 when in his 
valedictory of May, 1930, he wrote 
"An estimate of current capital for- 
mation, if It had been made, would 
have been useful and timely In the 
present state of the German econ- 
omy, 
and fully equal In importance 


to the estimates 
of income now 


published. It will be recalled In this 
connection that the estimates 
of 


capital formation prepared by 
the 


Reichskredit Bank, which were bas- 
ed upon a calculation of the excess 
of production over consumption, 
have been discontinued. They ceas- 
ed with the estimates for the years 
through 1927, -which were described 
in the interim and annual reports 
of the Agent General for 1929." 


Publishes Savings Estimates 


Since that time no official agency 


has ventured to touch the subject of 
national 
savings. 
Fortunately, 


there exists In Germany an econo- 
mic and financial authority not In- 
ferior 
in competence 
to 
official 


sources by the dictates of political 
expedients. 
The financial depart- 


ment of the Frankfurter Zeitung, 
living up to the tradition that has 
made that newspaper one of the 
greatest In Germany, has seen no 
reason to conceal the facts and has 
continued to publish Its estimates 
of national savings. 


According to this newspaper, the 


savings in 1925 were 
6,500,000,000 


marks, or around $1,547,000,000; in 
1926, 
7,500,000,000, marks or around 


$1,800,000,000; In 1927, 9,000,000,000 
marks, or around $2,140,000,000; in 
1928, asain 9,000,000,000 or $2,140,- 
000,000; in 
1929. 7,500,000,000, 
or 


around $1,800,000,000, and in 1930, 
"probably less than" 6,000,000,000. 
or around $1,428,000,000. 
In 1931 


Dr. TVelter, the 
financial editor, 


considers that capital formation in 
the first half of the year slowed 
down rapidly and in the middle of 
the year, following the bank crash, 
ceased altogether, and that In the 
latter half of the year capital con- 
tion was replaced by capital con- 
sumption, that is, the German peo 
pie not only did not save but began 
to spend their savings. 


Properly to judge the significance 


of these figures, which correspond- 
ed rather closely to those of the of- 
ficial Reichskredit Bank as long as 
the official figures were published, 
it must be kept in mind that they 
represent the net national savings 
after the deduction of the year's 
borrowings from abroad and after 
the payment of reparations and any 
other liabilities to abroad. It is ob- 
vious that in the year 1931, when 
Germany accomplished the gigantic 
feat of repaying 4,900,000,000 marks, 
or $1,160,000,000, 
capital 
to 
her 


creditors abroad plus about $300.- 
000,000 of 
interest 
and 
normal 


amortization on her foreign debts, 
plus abput $200,000,000 reparations 
in the first part of the year, it was 
impossible for her to put aside any 
savings. 


Germany Has Stopped Sa\ing 
Whatever the casual relationship 


may or may not be between the 
dominant figure in an era and the 
events in that era, the fact is that 
m the Hitler era of defiance Ger- 
many again ceased to be able to lay 
aside any national savings. It may 
be true, as the experts' report from 
Basle suggests, that the reparations 
crisis was the aggravating occasion 
of the world credit crisis, the chief 
feature of which was the run on 
Germany, while the run on Germany 
was the reason why Germany could 
no longer achieve the formation of 
capital. Cause and result interlock, 
but in the I/udendorff era Germany 
stopped saving, 
in the Cuno era 


Germany stopped saving and in the 
Hitler era Germany has stopped 
saving. 


There is of course a wide differ- 


ence between the accumulation of 
savings and th« application of these 
savings to the payment of an ex- 
ternal obligation as 
reparations, 


which constitute a. payment for no 
value received. The economic me- 
chanics of bringing about such a 
reparations are 
difficult 
enough. 


The German declare the process 1m 
possible. But the psychological dif 
ficulties of the transfer «ro mud 
more apparently insuperable than 
the economic difficulties. 


To a lay mind, however, the chie: 


lesson to be learned from the record 
of German national savings is tha 
once the present paralysis of credl 
and trade is overcome, whether 1 
be by the correction of the psycho- 
logical factors inhibiting the pay 
ment of reparations, or by 
the 


amendment of the economic factors 
inhibiting their payment, or by the 
cancellation of reparations 
or bj 


any other means, Germany by its 
own record, should resume its na 
ational savings, resume its forma 
tion of capital and resume its for 
ward march among the leading na 
tions of the world. 
The German 


economic authority, Alfred 
Lans 


burgh, editor of Die Bank, was obi 
in 1929 to write: "There is ever> 
indication that Germany's capita 
creation 
•will continue 
its rapid 


growth and that the capital supply 
will soon be adequate to meet the 
whole demand of business.' 


How long tho present period o 


non-saving, of consumption of cap! 
tal will last is dependent upon manj 
factors. It is plain that in the pros 
ent conjuncture of affairs there Is 
no bluff about Germany's reducec 
condition. 
The Institute of Busi 


ne&s Research states that never be 
fore In any crisis in the last fifty 
years has the national Income sunk 
so rapidly and so far as In this 
one, and that ne\er before has the 
decrease in income 
been felt 
so 


universally—by the civil service of 
ficials, by the receivers ot pensions 
by agriculture and by many other 
circles not usually touched by an 
industrial crisis. 


Income in 1929 Was 18 Billion 
Tha German national Income for 
| 19.9 was estimated by the Institute 
at 7G billion marks, around 18 bil 
lion dollars. In 1930 it was still 
reckored at 6S to 70 billion marks, 
or 16 to 161 billion dollars. In 1931 
the Institute believes the national 
income sank to 50 or 60 billion 
marks, 12 to 14 billion dollars, a Joss 
of from two to four billion dollars 
since last year, or a. loss of around 
23 per cent. 


The Basle report on 
Germany's 


economic condition took this fall of 
income into account, and the experts 
could hardly be accused of having 
underestimated the critical 
nature 


of the present moment. Neverthe- 
less the Basle committee remarks 
that between 1925 and 1930 Germany 
invested, according to the figures 
furnished by the German delegation 
a sum amounting to 32,845,000,000 
marks or about eight billion dollars, 
of which 
22,428,000,000 marks or 


more than five billion dollars went 
into expenditure by public authori- 
ties for public utilities, roads, can- 
als and housing. She reconstructed 
her merchant fleet, modernized and 
rationalized her industries, and her 
towns carried through large pro- 
grams for public purposes. 


Part of this total investment was 


borrowed capital estimated by the 
bankers' committee to have totaled 
23,000,000,000 marks, declared later

Canadian after the third round, and 
from the sixth on, outslugged him 
as well. 
Brouillard had the edge in the 


first two rounds, tearing into fields 
with a savage body attack. Fields, 
however, required those two rounds 
and part of the third during which 
to solve Brouillard's southpaw style, 
and from there on.except for brief 
rallies by the champion, he was on 
top. 


Bell Saves Brouillard 


In the sixth it appeared that the

petitions in Circulation Ask- 


ing for Referendum 


on Proposal

New ILiondon—Petitions are being 


circulated here seeking a referendum 
on a proposal to abandon the sytem 
of school operation established by 
special charter in 1877 and substi- 
tuting the general state school glan. 
It is proposed to hold the election 
soon enough to elect new school di- 
rectors in April in the event the old 
system is abandoned. 


The special city school charter, 


under which the schools now are 
operating, was enacted in 1877 and 
amended in 1SS5. Under this system 
a school director is elected 
from 


each of the five wards and one is 
elected at large. The special charter 
differs in a number of respects from 
the general state, law applying to 
schools. 


While there seems to be some re- 


sistance to any 
suggestion 
of a 


change, it is said that the principal 
objection is to a special 
election 


which will enable organization of 
the schools under the 
state-wide 


plan this year. It has been argued 
that the question of abandoning the 
old plan and 
adopting 
the 
new 


should be placed on the ballot at the 
April election and the new directors 
fleeted at a subsequent date 
the 


purpose being to leave the present 
school board in control until after 
the new high school building, now 
under construction, is completed. 


Mayor 
E. W. Wendlandt 
has 


been taking a prominent part in the 
effort to change the system and this 
•week issued a statement In which he 
set forth his position. 


The mayor 
contends that 
the 


movement is not to be constructed 
as a reflection upon 
the present 


school board nor upon any of the 
school officers and he presents 
a 


number of reasons why he believes 
the special charter plan should he 
abandoned. 


His principal objections to 
the 


special charter are that some of its 
provisions have been made obsolete 
by state laws enacted subsequent to 
1SS5, that it provides for election 
of commissioners by wards instead 
of at large and that it is not uni- 
form with the general state plan. 


* 
Among the arguments that 
are 


being used against the special refer- 
1 endum is that it would be unwfte to 


make a change either in school di- 
rectors or in the operation of the 
school system until the new school 
building is completed, probably 
in 


Aug-ust or September.

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RUSSIA, JAPAN 
NEAR STRIFE ON 
RAILWAY ISSUE 


Tokio Troops Ordered to 


Harbin After Transporta- 


tion Is Refused 


Tokio —OP)— A new 
possibility 


of direct conflict between 
soviet 


Russia and Japan threatened to- 
night when the Rengo News agency 
reported from Mukden, Manchuria 
that General Jlro Tamon, hero of th 
previous Manchurian campaign, was 
ordered to take a division of troops 
to Harbin, where a Russian rail 
way official blocked transport o 
Japanese troops 
over the 
Chinese 


Eastern railway. 


At the same time the Japanese 


government planned to hold officials 
of the Russian-owned Chinese East 
ern accountable for any delay in the 


• arrival of Japanese reinforcements 
at Harbin, where a battle* has been 
in progress for three days between 
Chinese factions. 


The Chinese Eastern railway is 


jointly owned by Russia and China 
Hsl Hsia, governor of Kirin pro 
vlnce, has been fighting a force led 
by Ting- Chao, commander of the 
railway guards. Japan attempted to 
send a body of troops to Harbin, to 
protect its citizens there, the govern 
ment said. 


M. Kuznetoff, Russian manager o: 


the railway, forbade the transport of 
the troops over the line on orders 
from the Russian government a' 
Moscow. M. Kuznetoff pointed out 
that Russia had refused to transpor 
'Chinese, troops southward 
at the 


time the Japanese invaded the Non 
nl river bridge area near Tsitsihar 
and that Japan had suggested that 
neutrality be observed. 


Threat by Japan 


Late today It was authoritatively 


stated tho 
Japanese 
government 


would hold officials of the railway 
responsible for 
any delay 
In the 


troop movements to Harbin and the 
accountability would be extended to 
any damage done Japanese subjects 
as a result of the fighting in and 
around the city. 


Japanese Consul General Ohashi 


at Harbin reported that the Russian 
officials had acted on Moscow in 
structlons and Hsu Hsia reported in 
effect that the board of directors 
of the railway, which is partly Chi- 
nese and partly Russian, ordered the 
destruction of briage at 
Sungari, 


which delayed the troop movements 
a day or two. The consul general 
said the bridge was dynnamited anc 
the Japanese soldiers were compell- 
ed to abandon their trai-is south of 
Sungari but that they hava crossed 
the river on the Ice and started 
marching on foot for Harbin. 


Other reports, however, placed the 


blame for these 
delays on 
Ting 


Chao's troops.

ties and states can all do their share 
but in the final analysis it is up to 
the federal government to take the 
lead. And that requires money. And 
tho sportsmen will contribute that 
money when they are assured that 
it will be properly expended. 


And they -will have to contribute 


it. 
Even though In 1929, congress 


authorized an $8,000,000 
program, 


over a ten-year period, they will nev- 
er appropriate anything like $1,000,- 
000 a year for this work. The first 
bite of the 58,000,000 program (the 
Norbeck-Andreson bill) was $75,000 
to inaugurate the work. That was 
easy. 
The next ?200,000 also was 


not difficult. But when it comes to 
?600,000 for the current fiscal year, 
only $400,000 were actually appropri- 
ated. 
For the fiscal year ending 


July 1933, $1,000,000 is the authori- 
zation, but congressional promises in 


times like these mean nothing. Try 
and get it. 


And in the meantime? The drain- 


age promoters are doing their darn- 
dest to dram ten of the essential 
water areas in western Nebraska, a 
region the government Is trying to 
buy. 


There are two proposed methods 


for raising the necessary funds with 
which to carry on the work of sav- 
ing our waterfowl. One is a federal 
tax of $1.00 for every hunter; ,the 
other is a one cent tax on every 
shotgun shell purchased. The first 
proposition is OK, but I do not favor 
the latter. It would afford too much 
of an opportunity for certain indi- 
viduals to avoid paying their share. 


"Bill Won't Pass" 


The thousands of hunters about 


the state need not worry about the 
cent-a-shell tax. It has been tried 
twice before and failed to pass con- 
gress, and it won't pass this time. 
The House Ways and Means com- 
mittee killed the bill when It came 
up before, and congress is definite- 
ly opposed to sales taxes, hence my 
statement. 


If the proposed federal tax of one 


dollar for every hunter becomes a 
law, fifty per cent of the funds BO 
raised will go to the 
individual 


states. The thousands of duck hunt- 
ers all over^the country appear to 
like the emergency bond issue, which 
is for $25,000,000 to be authorized 
by congress, and which is to bo paid 
off In yearly Installments of $5,000,- 
000 for five years. 


Personally, I am In favor of the
